Scientific Notes. 


S u ccessfu l 
Transí* usion 
ok 
Bi.ooii.—A suocpssful cusp of imnio- 
(iiate tniUHfiiHion of blood Iiy Dr. AI hi­ 
ll!, of Naples, is related by Dr. Mne- 
Ewen in the lust 
minilier ot the 
Glasgow 
Medica/ 
Journal. 
The 
transfusion was from the parotid arte­ 
ry of a limb into the veins of a lady 
exhausted by hemorrhage. A gum 
elustie tube about half a metre in 
length was inserted into the artery of 
the lamb, and plueed in eommuuiea- 
tion with the vein opened in the arm 
of the patient. At the extremity of 
a similar tube two tubes of glass were 
joined in sueh a manner as to remain 
fixed on one side of the exposed and 
¡noised artery of the lamb, and on the 
other to the denuded vein of the lady, 
into which the transfused blood Howell. 
Dr. Alhini renounces henceforth the 
usual syringe, preferring to use the 
natural pump, the animal itself, which 
with vigorous contract ions, is able to 
impel a liberal supply of blood into 
the arm of a patient. 
Ai.i OHoi.tr Epilepsy. 
A new rea­ 
son for refraining from alcoholic stim­ 
ulants is furnished by the London 
Medical Jiccord in the statement that 
alcoholic epilepsy i« a form of disease 
ihut frequently follows hard drinking. 
"I'his is,” says Dr. Hlandford, tin» au- 
ihorof the article, “to la» distinguish­ 
ed 
from 
the epileptinrm 
attacks 
which occur in acute alcoholism. It 
is a defined disease, not incurable, 
hut frequently 
ceasing when 
the 
cause is removed, if it is not of very 
long duration. Frequently the attacks 
are followed hy stammering, as in 
general paralysis. 
It is distinguished 
from ordinary epilepsy by tremors of 
the facial and other muscles, pains and 
contractions of the llmhs, and dis­ 
turbance of vision.” 
M. Dagonet, 
from whom Dr. Illandford takes most 
of his data, distinguishes one form of 
mental disorder as congestive mania, 
simulating hut not to he confounded 
with general paralysis. The symp­ 
toms are maniacal excitement‘with 
exaltation of ideas, and incoherence, 
hut with little impairment of muscu­ 
lar power. 
It need not, like general 
paralysis, terminate in death. 
The 
patient may recover, Imt lie frequent­ 
ly sinks 
into dementia. 
Another 
variety which may he confounded 
with general paralysis is that to which 
M. Dagonet gives tlu* name of xtupi- 
dite, and which is seen in the course 
of an acute attack of alcoholism or af­ 
ter epileptiform seizures. 
INTF.LLKCTUAL GROWTH oK CHIL­ 
DREN.-— In a paper on the sanitary as­ 
pects of primary education, read re­ 
cently by Dr. 15. J. Sullivan before the 
New* York Academy of Medicine, an 
important suggestion occurs in refer­ 
ence to the earliest age at which a pu­ 
pil should he udmitted into our schools. 
He contends that seven years is a 
miminnun age, not because mental ex­ 
ertion would be injurious to healthy 
intellectual growth, but because school 
life under its present hygienic sur- 
raMdings is very unfavorable to pltys- 
m n development. 
In other words it 
ff to he understood that although a 
pupil is capable of reasonable under­ 
standing and a limited amount of in­ 
tellectual development prior to tin* 
seventh year, such education should 
he given out of school and without 
ihe usual restraint. A fact that ren­ 
ders Dr. Sullivan’s views valuable is 
that he was for several years medical 
inspector of our public schools. 
A B e a u t i f u l B i r d .—Signor d'Al­ 
bertis lias found a new bird of Para­ 
dise at Atam New Guinea, a place sit­ 
uated atan elevation of about 3500 feet 
above the sea level, in the Arfak 
mountains. The peculiarity of this 
bird consists in the formation of the 
hill and the softness of the plumage. 
The feathers that arise from the base 
of the hill are of a metallic green and 
of a reddish copper color; the feathers 
of the breast, when laid quite smooth, 
are of a violet gray, hut when raised, 
form a semi-circle round the body, rc- 
rtecting a deep golden color. Other 
violet gray feathers arise from the 
Hanks, edged witli a metallic violet 
tint, but when the plumage is entirely 
expanded, the bird appears as if it had 
formed two semi circles around itself, 
and is certainly a very handsome bird. 
Above the tail*and wings the feathers 
are yellowish, underneath they are ol 
a darker shade. 
I n s a n i t y 
a n o M e m o r y .-—I n 
th e 
Muemicrllngcn Irrenfrrund, D r. W a l­ 
ter, a w e ll- k n o w n e x p e r t in in s a n ity , 
* has uii article on loss of memory In 
diseases of the brain, and gives in il­ 
lustration the ease of a man who re­ 
tained Ills memory for recent events, 
though he hud completely lost it for 
former ones, thus differing In a curious 
manner from the loss of memory from 
old age, Injuries to tin* head or epilep­ 
tic seizures, in which recent events 
are forgotten, while events that hap­ 
pened years before are retained in a 
surprising manner. The present ease 
¡s that of a man forty-six years old, 
who having lost his money in busi­ 
ness, ami his wife having in eonse- 
quenee left him, took to drink. 
He 
had no delusions, hut completely fail­ 
ed in his power of remembering; he 
did not even know his native place or 
members of his own family, though he 
gave correct answers to questions re­ 
lating to the*present. 
A Remedy kor Wounds.—Take a 
pan or shovel, with burning coals, and 
sprinkle upon them brown sugar, and 
hold the wounded part over the smoke. 
In a few minutes the pain will be al­ 
layed, and recovery proceeds rapidly. 
Tii inv own ease a rusty nail had made 
a had* wound in the bottom of my foot. 
The pain and nervous irritation were 
severe. 
This was all 
removed hy 
holding it over the smoke for fifteen 
minutes, and I was able to resume my 
reading in comfort. 
We often recom­ 
mended It to others, with like results. 
Lust week one of my men had a fin­ 
ger nail torn off by a pair of lee-tongs. 
It became verv painful, as was to have 
been expected. Held in sugnr-smoke 
for twenty minutes, the pain ceased, 
and promises speedy recovery.—[Cor­ 
respondent Country Gentleman. 


M astodon E xtraohdinahy. - A 
fossil mastodon has, reports the Cin­ 
cinnati Commercial, been discovered 
near New Paris, Ohio, on the farm of 
Ross Reid. 
An Irishman, while dig- 
Sfiiig in a meadow some years ago, ex- 
nnned a lower jaw, tlie well preserv­ 
ed teetli in which showed it to lie of 
some herbivorous animal, while the 
size indicated a mastodon. 
A farmer 
living in the same county, who was 
collecting a lot of hones, came in pos­ 
session of these facts a few days ago, 
when he called on Mr. Reid, and gain­ 
ing his permission, proceeded to dig 
for what remained ol the innmiuoth. 
So far he Juts exhumed considerable 
over a quarter of a ton of t lie bones, 
and promises to continue his digging 
in the hope of getting the entire skel­ 
eton and preserving it for public exhi­ 
bition. 
From the; acknowledged pro­ 
portions of the animal, tin* hones se­ 
cured indicate this one to have been 
probably sixteen feet in height, and 
thirty-eight feet in length. 
T h e U s e o k t h e Don F i s h . —The 
dog tish—a species of shark common 
to Puget Sound—the only use of which 
lias heretofore been in manufacturing 
nil for the lubrication of saw-niills, is, 
according to the Page!Sound P.rprmx, 
available for the manufacture of glue. 
Millions of dog-fish have been annual­ 
ly taken from the waters of the Sound, 
bringing thousands of dollars to their 
captors. 
Rut not until recently, at the 
Castlenook fishery establishment on 
the bay, has it been demonstrated that 
tlie heads and fins of the dog-fish are 
¡is remunerative as other parts of its 
body. 
Excellent glue can be made 
from those parts of the fish, and the 
Castlenook cstnhlisnment now exports 
to France, kegs and barrels filled and 
nicely packed with the heads, fins, and 
tails of the Puget Sound dog-fish, 
which abroad is considered a great 
luuxry. 
B r a i n D i s e a s e .—Dr. 
Brown Se- 
quard, contributes to tin* last Medical 
Jtccoril, (London, August 13), a valua­ 
ble pajwr on some of the curiosities of 
brain disease. The doctor has seen 
fifteen cases where drawing on tin* 
great toe caused tlie cessation of what 
is called spinal epilepsy. General epi­ 
lepsy may be stopped before the con­ 
sciousness is complete, by drawing on 
parts which are convulsed. In a like 
maliner in lesions of tin* brain, emo­ 
tion may hnvea similar effect, and a 
paralysis due to organic lesion may 
disappear at once under emotion, oran 
act ot will—the paralysis being tlion 
cured, though the cause remains, 
it is 
desired to find something like this in 
applying treatment. Tlie only thing 
is an irritation acting on tlie skin. 
Doing this, Dr. Brown Heqimrd has 
had opportunity of recalling a patient 
to life. After erysipelas ot the face, 
there were palsy and insensibility, and 
probably an abscess of the brain. The 
f 
iatlent was cured and remained well 
ong. There was insensibility, (coma) 
two or three times, from which he was 
roused by tlie actual cautery applied to 
the head and between tlie' shoulders, 
tlie iron having been heated to a 
white heat and passed lightly over the 
skin.

so badly provided (brand 


so little attended 
to that we have no 


doubt very often originates great evils 
and causes 
deplorable 
injustice. 
We 


allude to the common 
practice of call- 


ing in Court, to fill the difficult posi- 
tion of interpreter, 
the first man they 


can get hold of, it being simply suffi- 
cient that 
he can 
mumble 
Spanish 


and express 
himself in Pmglish,. 


It Is needless for us to dwell on the 


imi>ortanee 
of witnesses 
in all suits, 


and on 
the 
great, 
unavoidable, 
far- 


seeing 
necessity there 
is of their evi- 


dence appearing 
as he gives it before 


the Court and 
Jury. 
This is too well 


known. 
But 
how often 
may it not 


happen that through
